by the brush. A deferment at 
this time will give the grass a 
chance to cover the areas dis­ 
turbed in controlling brush. 
Many ranchers have cropland 
which could be put into sudan 
or other warm season grazing 
and defer their rangeland and 
save these native grasses for win­ 
ter grazing. This system assures 
a better return from our crop­ 
land than small grain grazing 
which has produced very little 
in the past three winters.

Recent Rains

R ecent 
rains 
have 
stimulated 
the 
growth of coastal bermuda 
grass. Up until now. growth has 
been slow'. 
Soil Fertility has been used for 
the growth of w inter weeds. 
Most of the Cooperators of the

delayed 
the application of Fertilizer due 
to the growth of thses weeds un­ 
til 
the bermuda really becom es 
active. 
Farm ers are planning on fer­ 
tilizing now with a stress on nit­ 
rogen. Nitrogen is easily put in­ 
to the seoil as it w ill flow in the 
soil w ater especially on sands and 
sandy loams. 
N itrogen produces the vegeta­ 
tive grow'th, adds a darker color, 
increases protein quality to the 
forage and m akes more efficient 
use of moisture. 
Phosphorus is needed on some 
of the soils especially the light 
deep sands, yet it is hard to apply 
in sod without especally designed 
equipment. 
Phosphorus 
is

fruiting fertilizer. It hastens m a­ 
turity and increases winter hard­ 
iness. 
Potash is needed on light soils 
where 
leaching

problem. 
Usually where clay subsoils are 
in reach of the root system , m o­ 
derate am ounts are available. Po­ 
tash is easily applied as it will 
flow’ in the soil w ater. It’s main

stiff stalks to prevent falling.
